I,  Lessor  in  consideration  of  Ten  or  more  Dollars,  in  hand  paid,  of  the  royalties  herein  provided,  and  of  the  agreement  of  Lessee  herein  contained,  hereby  grants,  lenses  and  Icis 
exclusively  unto  Lessee  the  lands  subject  hereto  for  [he  purpose  of  investigating,  exploring,  prospecting,  drilling  and  mining  for  and  producing  oil,  gas  (including  all  gases,  liquid  hydrocarbons 
and  their  respective  constituent  elements)  and  all  other  minerals,  (whether  or  nol  similar  to  those  mentioned)  and  (he  exclusive  right  to  conduct  exploration,  geologic  and  geophysical  tests  and 
surveys,  injecting  gas,  water  and  other  fluids  and  air  into  subsurface  strata,  establishing  and  utilizing  facilities  for  the  disposition  of  sail  water,  laying  pipe  lines.  Iiousing  its  employees  and 
building  roads,  tanks,  power  stations,  telephone  lines  and  other  structures  thereon  to  produce,  save,  take  care  of.  treat,  transport,  and  own  said  products:  which  lands  are  located  in 

Tarrant  County,  Tcxos,  and  described  as  follows: 


See  Exhibit  "A"  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  for  the  description  of  lands  in  Tarrant  County,  Texas  and 
for  additional  terms  and  conditions  which  are  a  part  of  this  lease. 


This  lease  also  covers  and  includes  all  land  owned  or  claimed  by  Lessor  adjacent  or  contiguous  to  the  land  particularly  described  above,  whether  the  smite  be  in  said  survey  or  in  adjacent 
surveys,  although  not  included  within  the  boundaries  of  the  land  particularly  described  above.  The  land  covered  by  this  lease  shall  be  hereinafter  referred  to  as  said  Land  Lessor  agrees  in 
execute  any  lease  amendment  requested  by  Lessee  for  a  more  complete  or  accurate  description  of  said  Land  and  such  amendment  shall  include  words  of  present  lease  and  gram.  For  the 

purpose  of  calculating  any  payments  here  in  after  provided  for,  said  Land  is  estimated  to  comprise     3.19  acres,  whether  ii  actually  comprises  more  or  less  until  such  time  as 

Lessee  requests  a  lease  amendment  and  same  is  filed  of  record. 

1.  Subject  to  the  other  provisions  herein  contained  and  williout  reference  to  the  commencement,  prosecution  or  cessation  of  operations  and/or  production  at  any  time  hereunder,  this 
lease  shall  be  for  a  icrm  of  three  (3)  years  from  this  date  (called  "primary  term")  and  as  long  t lw render  as  oil.  gos.  or  other  minerals  is  produced  from  or  operations  arc  conducted  on  said  Land 
or  land  with  which  said  Land  is  pooled  hereunder.  Tltc  word  "operations"  as  used  herein  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  lo  any  or  Ihc  following;  preparing  drillsitc  location  and/or  access  road, 
drilling,  testing,  completing,  reworking,  recomputing,  deepening,  plugging  back  or  repairing  of  a  well  in  search  for  or  in  an  endeavor  to  obtain  production  of  oil.  gas  or  other  minerals  and  any 
other  actions  conducted  on  said  lands  associated  with  or  related  thereto. 

3.  Tltc  royalties  to  be  paid  by  Lessee  arc:  (a)  on  oil  delivered  at  the  wells  or  into  the  pipeline  to  which  the  wells  may  be  connected,  one-eighth  of  tltc  proceeds  received  from  ihc  sale  of 
oil  produced  and  saved  from  said  Land:  Lessee  may  from  time  to  time  purchase  any  royalty  oil  in  its  possession,  paying  the  market  price  therefor  prevailing  for  ihc  field  where  produced  on  the 
date  of  purchase  or  Lessee  may  sell  any  royally  oil  in  its  possession  and  pay  Lessor  the  price  received  by  the  Lessee  for  such  oil  computed  at  tltc  well;  Lessor's  interest  shall  hear  onc-ciglith  of 
tltc  cost  ofircating  the  oil  to  render  it  marketable  pipeline  oil  or,  if  tlicrc  is  no  available  pipeline,  Lessor's  interest  shall  bear  one- eighth  oniic  cost  of  all  trucking  charges;  (b)  on  gas.  including 
all  gases,  processed  liquid  hydrocarbons  associated  therewith  and  any  other  respective  constituent  elements,  casinghcad  gas  or  other  gaseous  substance,  produced  from  said  Land  and  sold  or 
used  off  the  premises  or  for  tltc  extraction  of  gasoline  or  other  product  therefrom,  the  market  value  at  the  well  of  one-eighth  of  the  gas  so  sold  or  used  provided  tlic  market  value  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  received  by  Lessee  for  such  gas  computed  at  tlic  inouih  of  Ihc  well,  and  provided  further  on  gas  sold  at  the  wells  the  royally  shall  he  onc-cighth  of  the  net  proceeds  received 
from  such  sale,  it  being  understood  that  Lessor's  interest  shall  bear  one-eighth  of  the  cost  of  all  compression,  treating,  dehydrating  and  transporting  costs  incurred  in  marketing  Ihc  gas  so  sold 
at  tlic  wells:  (c)  on  all  other  minerals  mined  and  marketed,  one 'tenth  either  in  kind  or  value  at  Hie  well  or  mine,  .it  Lessee's  election.  Any  royally  interests,  including,  without  limitation,  non- 
panicipating  royalty  interests,  in  said  Land,  wltcthcr  or  noi  owned  by  Lessor  and  whether  or  not  effectively  pooled  by  Lessee  pursuant  to  Ihc  provisions  hereof,  shall  bo  paid  from  the  royalty 
set  forth  herein.  Lessee  shall  have  free  use  of  oil,  gas  and  water  from  said  Land,  excepi  water  from  Lessor's  wells,  in  all  operations  which  Lessee  may  conduct  hereunder,  including  woicr 
injection  and  secondary  recovery  operations,  and  the  royalty  on  oil  and  gas  shall  be  computed  aflcr  deducting  any  so  used 

4.  If  at  the  expiration  of  the  primary  lenit  oral  any  lime  or  times  allcrlhc  primary  term  herein,  there  is  a  well  or  wells  capable  of  producing  oil  or  gas  in  paying  quantities  on  said  Land 
or  land  or  leases  pooled  therewith  bui  oil  or  gas  is  not  being  sold  or  used  and  this  lease  is  not  then  being  maintained  by  production,  operations  or  otherwise,  this  lease  shall  not  terminate, 
(unless  released  by  the  Lessee),  and  it  shall  nevertheless  be  considered  that  oil  and/or  gas  is  being  produced  from  said  Land  within  the  meaning  of  paragraph  2  herein.  However,  in  this  event. 

Lessee  shall  pay  or  tender  as  shut-in  royalty  to  Lessor,  or  tender  for  deposit  to  the  credit  of  Lessor  in  the       At  LeSSOfS  address  listed  above  liauk  ai 

  ■    (which  bank  and  its  successors  are  Lessors  agent  and  sliall  continue  as  tlie  deposiiory  bonk  for  all  shut-in  royalty  payments 

hereunder  regardless  of  changes  in  ownership  of  said  land  or  shut-in  royalty  payments)  a  sum  determined  by  multiplying  one  dollar  (SI. 00)  per  acre  for  each  acre  Ihcn  covered  by  this  lease, 
provided  however,  in  the  event  said  well  is  located  on  a  unit  comprised  of  all  or  a  portion  of  said  Land  and  other  land  or  leases  a  sum  determined  by  multiplying  one  dollar  (SI. DO)  per  acre  for 
each  acre  of  said  Land  included  in  such  unit  on  which  said  shut- in  well  is  located.  If  such  bank  (or  any  successor  bank)  should  fail,  liquidate,  or  be  succeeded  by  another  bank  or  for  any  reason 
fail  or  refuse  to  accept  such  payment,  Lessee  shall  re-tender  such  payment  within  thirty  (30)  days  following  receipt  from  Lessor  of  a  proper  recordable  instrument  naming  another  bank  as  agent 
to  receive  such  payment  or  tenders,  Such  shut-in  royalty  payment  sliall  be  due  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  ninety  (90)  days  after  (a)  the  expiration  of  the  primary  term,  or  (b)  Ihc  date  of 
completion  of  such  well.  or(c)  tltc  dale  on  which  oil  or  gas  ceases  to  be  sold  or  used,  or  (d)  the  date  this  lease  is  included  in  a  unit  on  which  a  well  has  been  previously  completed  and  shui-in  or 
(c)  Ihc  date  tlic  lease  ceases  to  be  otherwise  maintained,  whichever  be  the  later  date.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  thai  no  shut-in  royalty  payments  shall  be  due  during  Ihc  primary  term.  In  like 
manner  and  upon  like  payments  or  lenders  on  or  before  the  next  ensuing  anniversary  of  tltc  due  date  for  said  payment,  tlic  Lessee  shall  continue  to  pay  such  shui-in  royalty  for  successive 
periods  of  one  (I)  year  each  until  such  lime  as  this  lease  is  maintained  by  production  or  operations.  However,  if  actual  production  commences  within  ihc  applicable  90  day  period,  a  shut-in 
royally  payment  shall  not  be  required  or,  if  a  shut-in  royalty  payment  is  tendered,  no  additional  shut-in  payment  will  be  due  until  tltc  next  ensuing  anniversary  of  ihc  due  date  for  said  tendered 
payment  regardless  of  how  many  times  actual  production  may  be  commenced  and  shut-in  during  such  one  (1)  year  period.  Lessee's  failure  to  pay  or  tender  or  to  properly  or  timely  pay  or 
tender  any  such  sum  as  shut-in  royalty  shall  render  Lessee  liable  for  tltc  amount  due  but  it  shall  not  operate  to  terminate  this  lease.  Lessee  agrees  to  use  reasonable  diligence  to  produce,  utilise 
or  markcl  the  minerals  capable  of  being  produced  from  said  wells,  bul  in  the  exercise  of  such  diligence.  Lessee  shall  not  be  obligated  lo  install  or  furnish  facilities,  other  than  well  facilities  and 
ordinary  lease  facilities  of  flowline,  separator,  and  lease  tank,  and  shall  not  be  required  to  settle  labor  trouble  or  to  market  gas  upon  terms  unacceptable  to  Lessee.  If  at  any  time  Lessee  pays  or 
tenders  royalty  or  shut-in  royally  as  hereinabove  provided,  two  (2)  or  more  parties  arc,  or  claim  to  be,  entitled  10  receive  same.  Lessee  may,  in  lieu  of  any  oilier  method  or  payment  herein 
provided,  pay  or  tender  such  royalty  or  shut-in  royalty,  in  ihc  manner  above  specified,  cither  jointly  to  such  panics  or  sepanilcly  lo  each  in  accordance  wiih  their  respective  ownerships  thereof, 
as  Lessee  may  elect. 

5.  (a)  Lessee  shall  liavc  the  right  and  power  in  its  discretion  lo  pool  or  combine,  as  to  any  one  or  more  straia  or  formations,  said  Land  or  any  portion  of  said  Land  with  other  land 
covered  by  Ihis  lease  or  with  other  land,  lease  or  leases  in  the  vicinity  thereof.  Tltc  above  right  and  power  to  pool  and  unitize  may  be  exercised  with  respect  io  oil.  gas  or  oilier  minerals,  or  any 
one  or  more  of  said  substances,  and  may  be  exercised  at  any  time  and  from  lime  to  time  during  or  after  the  primary  term,  and  before  or  after  a  well  has  been  drilled,  or  while  a  well  is  being 
drilled.  Pooling  in  one  or  more  instances  shall  not  exhaust  the  nghis  of  Lessee  to  pool  said  Land  or  portions  thereof  into  other  units.  Units  formed  by  pooling  as  io  any  stratum  or  straw  need 
not  conform  in  size  or  area  wilh  units  as  to  any  other  stratum  or  straia,  and  oil  units  need  not  conform  as  to  area  with  gas  units.  Units  pooled  for  oil  here  under  shall  not  substantially  exceed  SO 
acres  each  in  area  plus  a  tolerance  of  10%  thereof,  and  units  pooled  for  gas  licreundcr  shall  not  substantially  exceed  in  area  640  acres  each,  plus  a  tolerance  of  10%  thereof,  provided  ihat  should 
governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction  prescribe  or  permit  the  creation  of  units  larger  than  those  specified,  units  thereafter  created  may  conform  substantially  in  si7.c  with  ihosc  prescribed 
or  permitted  by  governmental  regulations.  The  pooling  for  gas  hereunder  by  Lessee  shall  also  pool  and  unitize  all  associated  liquid  hydrocarhons  and  any  oilier  respective  constituent  elements 
as  may  be  produced  with  Ihc  unitized  gas.  and  ihc  royalty  interest  payable  to  Lessor  tlicrcon  shall  be  computed  the  same  as  on  gas.  With  respect  to  any  such  unii  so  formed.  Lessee  shall 
execute  in  writing  an  instrument  or  instruments  identifying  and  describing  the  pooled  acreage  and  file  same  for  recording  in  the  office  of  ihe  County  Clerk  in  Ihc  county  in  which  said  pooled 
acreage  is  located.  Such  pooled  unit  shall  become  effective  as  of  the  dale  provided  for  in  said  instrument  or  instruments,  but  if  said  instrument  or  instruments  make  no  such  provision,  then 
such  unit  shall  become  effective  on  tltc  dale  such  instrument  or  instruments  arc  so  filed  for  record.  Any  unit  so  formed  may  be  re-formed,  increased  or  decreased,  at  the  election  of  Lessee,  at 
any  time  and  from  lime  to  lime  atlcr  tlie  original  forming  thereof  by  filing  an  appropriate  instrument  of  record  in  the  County  in  which  said  pooled  acreage  is  located.  Any  such  pooled  unit 
established  in  accordance  wilh  the  terms  hereof  shall  constitute  a  valid  and  effective  pooling  of  the  interests  of  Lessor  and  Lessee  hereunder  regardless  of  the  existence  of  other  mineral,  non- 
executive mineral,  royally,  non-participating  royalty,  overriding  royally  oc  leasehold  interests  in  lands  within  the  boundary  of  any  pooled  unit  which  are  not  effectively  pooled  therewith. 
Lessee  shall  be  under  no  duty  to  obtain  an  effective  pooling  of  such  other  outstanding  interests  in  londs  within  the  boundary  of  any  pooled  unit.  Operations  on  or  production  or  oil  and/or  gas 
from  any  pan  of  the  pooled  unit  which  includes  all  or  a  portion  of  said  Lend,  regardless  of  whether  such  operations  were  commenced  or  such  production  was  secured  before  or  after  the  date  of 
this  lease  or  ihc  dale  of  lite  instrument  designating  the  pooled  unil,  shall  be  considered  for  all  purposes,  cxccpl  Ihc  payment  of  royalties,  as  operations  on  or  production  of  oil  or  gas  from  said 
Land  wltcthcr  or  not  ihc  well  or  wells  be  located  on  said  Land.  The  production  from  an  oil  well  will  be  considered  production  from  the  lease  or  oil  pooled  unit  from  which  ii  is  producing  and 
not  as  production  from  a  gas  pooled  unit;  and  production  from  a  gas  well  will  be  considered  as  production  from  the  lease  or  gas  pooled  unit  from  which  it  is  producing  and  not  from  an  oil 
pooled  unit.  In  lieu  of  royalties  above  specified.  Lessor  shall  receive  on  production  from  a  unit  so  pooled  only  such  portion  of  Ihc  royally  stipulated  Itcrein  as  the  amount  or  said  Land  placed  m 
the  unil  bears  to  the  loial  acreage  so  pooled  in  tltc  unit  involved,  subject  to  the  rights  of  Lessee  lo  reduce  proportionately  Lessor's  royalty  as  hereinafter  provided.  Oilor^us  produced  from  any 


such  unil  and  used  in  llic  operations  thereof  or  (hereon  shall  be  excluded  in  calculating  said  royally.  Lessee  may  vacate  any  unil  fonned  by  it  hereunder  by  instrument  in  writing  filed  for  record 
in  said  county  at  any  time  when  there  is  no  unitized  substance  being  produced  from  such  unit.  If  this  knsc  now  or  hereafter  covers  separate  tracts,  no  pooling  or  unitization  of  royalty  interests 
as  between  any  such  separate  tracts  is  intended  or  shall  be  implied  or  result  merely  from  the  inclusion  of  such  separate  tracts  within  this  lease  but  Lessee  sliall  ucvcrtliclcss  have  the  right  to  pool 
or  unitize  as  provided  in  this  paragraph  5  with  consequent  allocation  of  production  as  herein  provided.  As  used  in  this  paragraph  5.  the  words  "separate  tract"  mean  any  tract  with  royally 
ownership  differing,  now  or  hereafter,  cither  as  to  panics  or  amounts,  from  that  as  to  any  oilier  part  of  said  Land. 

(b)  Lessee  at  any  lime  and  from  time  to  lime  during  the  life  or  litis  lease  shall  have  the  right  and  power  as  to  all  or  any  pan  or  formation  or  strata  of  the  land  herein  leased,  without 
Lessor's  joinder,  to  unitize  llic  same  witlt  other  lands,  formations,  strata  or  leases  covering  lands  in  the  same  general  area  as  tlic  leased  premises  by  combining  tlw  leasehold  estate  and  Lessor's 
royalty  estate  created  by  this  lease  with  any  other  lease  or  lenses,  royalty  or  mineral  estate  in  and  under  any  other  tract  or  tracts  of  land,  regardless  of  tlw  ownership  thereof,  so  as  to  create  by 
the  combination  of  such  interests  or  any  of  them  one  or  more  unitized  areas  ofsuch  size  and  shape  as  determined  by  Lessee  1o  be  developed  and  operated  by  secondary  or  tertiary  methods  as 
though  such  lands  and  interest  were  all  included  within  the  terms  hereof  and  constituted  a  single  oil,  gas  and  mineral  lease.  All  such  production  from  such  unitized  area  sliall  be  divided  or 
allocated  among  the  various  tracts  comprising  such  unitized  area  based  on  a  formula  derived  from  parameters  utilized  by  Lessee  and  incorporated  in  a  unitization  agreement  approved  by  the 
Railrood  Commission  of  Texas.  The  unitization  agreement  shall  include  other  provisions  designed  to  allow  for  operations  of  the  unitized  area  in  nn  orderly  manner  and  Lessor  hereby  agrees 
that  all  provisions  contained  therein  sliall  be  binding  on  Lessor  provided  such  unitization  agreement  is  approved  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Texas  or  other  Governmental  Agencies  having 
jurisdiction  over  such  matters.  Operations  on  or  production  of  oil  and/or  gas  from  any  part  of  the  unitized  area  which  includes  all  or  n  porlion  of  snid  Lund,  regardless  of  whcilicr  such 
operations  were  commenced  or  such  production  wos  secured  before  or  after  tlw  date  of  this  lease  or  tlw  dale  of  the  instrument  designating  the  unitized  area,  shall  be  considered  Tor  nil  purposes, 
except  the  payment  ofroyallics,  as  operations  on  or  production  of  oil  or  gas  from  snid  Land  whether  or  not  the  well  or  wells  be  locaicd  on  said  Land.  Royalties  payable  from  the  unitized  area 
sliall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  production  allocated  to  the  portion  of  the  above  described  land  included  within  such  unitized  area  iiftcr  excluding  therefrom  any  oil  or  gas  used  in  tlw 
opcralions  thereon, 

6.  Lessee  may  ai  any  lime  or  limes  execute  and  deliver  to  Lessor  or  to  llic  depository  above  named  or  place  of  record,  a  release  or  releases  covering  any  portion  of  said  Land  and/or 
portions  of  subsurface  strata  or  stratum  and  thereby  surrender  this  lease  as  to  such  ponton  and/or  portion  of  subsurface  strata  or  stratum  and  be  relieved  of  all  obligations  as  to  the  acreage,  strata 
or  stratum  surrendered.  Lessee  shall  retain  rights  of  ingress  and  egress  across  and  through  any  released  portion  and/or  strain  of  the  lease  in  order  to  have  necessary  aeeess  to  thai  portion  and/or 
strata  of  the  leased  premises  which  remains  in  force  and  on  which  Lessee  continues  to  conduct  operations. 

7,  If.  at  any  time  or  times  after  the  expiration  of  the  primary  term,  operations  or  production  of  oil.  gas  or  other  minerals  on  said  Land  or  on  acreage  pooled  I  herewith  should  cease  from 
any  cause  and  this  lease  is  not  then  being  otherwise  maintained,  this  lease  shall  not  tcnitinnic  if  Lessee  commences  or  resumes  opcralions  within  ninety  (90)  days  thereafter  and  continues  such 
operations  or  commences  any  oiher  opcralions  with  no  cessation  of  operations  of  more  than  ninety  (90)  consecutive  days,  and  if  such  operation  or  other  operations  result  in  ihe  production  of 
oil.  gas  or  other  minerals,  this  lease  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  for  so  long  thereafter  as  oil.  gas  or  other  mineral  is  produced  from  said  Land  or  acreage  pooled  therewith.  It  is 
understood  and  agreed  tliat  if.  during  the  primary  term  hereof,  all  operations  or  production  ceases  on  said  Land  or  land  on  leases  pooled  therewith,  this  lease  shall  nevertheless  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect  during  the  paid-up  primary  term  hereof.  If.  at  the  expiration  of  the  primary  term,  oil,  gas  or  oilier  minerals  is  not  being  produced  on  said  Land  or  on  acreage  pooled  therewith 
and  Ihcrc  arc  no  opcralions  on  said  Land  or  on  acreage  pooled  therewith  but  operations  or  production  ceased  within  90  days  of  the  expiration  of  the  primary  term,  this  lease  shall  not  terminate 
if  Lessee  commences  or  resumes  opcralions  wiihiu  ninety  (90)  days  of  said  cessation  of  production  or  opcralions.  If  after  llic  expiration  oTthe  primary  term.  Lessee  completes  citlici  UD  an  nil 
well  on  land  other  than  said  Land  and  which  other  land  and  all  or  a  portion  of  said  Land  has  been  included  in  a  gns  unit  ihnt  was  formed  prior  to  t  lie  expiration  of  llic  primary  term  of  this  lease. 
or(b)a  gas  well  on  land  other  than  said  Land  and  which  other  land  and  all  or  a  portion  of  said  Land  has  been  included  in  an  oil  unit  Hint  was  Conned  prior  to  lite  expiration  of  the  primary  term 
of  this  lease,  this  lease  sliall  remain  in  force  so  long  as  operations  on  said  well  or  operations  on  any  additional  well  on  said  Land  or  acreage  pooled  therewith  are  prosecuted  with  no  cessation  of 
more  iliat  ninety  (90)  consecutive  days  and  if  they  result  in  the  production  of  oil.  gas  or  other  mineral,  so  long  thereafter  as  oil,  gas  ot  Oliver  mineral  is  produced  from  said  Land  or  acreage 
pooled  therewith.  For  all  purposes  herein,  if  an  oil  well  on  an  oil  unil,  which  includes  all  or  a  portion  of  said  Land  is  reclassified  as  a  gas  well,  or  if  a  gas  well  on  a  gas  unit,  which  includes  all 
or  a  portion  of  the  leased  premises,  is  reclassified  as  an  oil  well,  the  effective  date  ofsuch  reclassification  shall  be  considered  as  the  date  of  cessation  of  production  from  said  well.  If  during  the 
term  of  ibis  lease,  a  well  or  wells  should  be  drilled  and  completed  as  a  producer  of  oil  or  gas  in  paying  quantities  and  such  well  or  wells  are  located  on  adjacent  laud  and  within  330  feel  of  and 
draining  said  Land.  Lessee  agrees,  at  iis  option  to  cither  (a)  drill  such  offset  well  or  wells,  as  an  ordinary  prudent  operator  would  do  under  similar  circn instances,  or  (b)  release  the  affected 
acreage  or  stratum  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  6  herein;  and,  in  this  connection,  it  sliall  be  considered  that  no  drainage  exists.  However,  iliorc  sliall  be  no  express  or  implied 
duty  of  Lessee,  with  respect  to  the  above  options,  unless  such  offset  well  or  wells  drilled  by  Lessee  would  be  sufficiently  productive  to  pay  Lessee  a  profit  over  and  above  drilling,  conipleini-j 
and  operation  expenses. 

K.  Lessee  sliall  have  t lie  right,  at  any  lime  during  or  after  tlw  expiration  of  this  lease,  to  remove  all  property  and  fixtures  placed  by  Lessee  on  snid  Land,  including  the  right  to  draw  and 
remove  all  easing.  Upon  Lessor's  requesi  and  when  reasonably  necessary  for  utilization  of  the  surface  for  some  intended  use  by  lite  Lessor,  Lessee  will  bury  all  pipelines  below  ordinary  plow 
depth.  No  well  shall  be  drilled  within  two  hundred  (200)  feet  of  any  residence  or  bam  now  on  said  Land  without  Lessor's  consent. 

u.  Tlic  rights  of  cither  party  hereunder  may  be  assigned  in  whole  or  in  pan,  and  the  provisions  hereof  sliall  extend  to  their  heirs,  successors  and  assigns;  but  no  change  or  division  in  sueli 
ownership  of  said  Land  or  royalties,  however  accomplished,  sliall  operate  io  enlarge  the  obligation  or  diminish  the  riglu  of  Lessee,  and  no  change  or  division  in  such  ownership  shall  be  binding 
on  Lessee  until  thirty  (30)  days  after  Lessee  sliall  have  been  furnished,  by  registered  U.  S.  mail  at  Lessee's  principal  place  of  business,  with  a  certified  copy  oT  recorded  instrument  or 
instruments  evidencing  same  or  evidence  satisfactory  to  Lessee.  If  any  such  change  in  ownership  occurs  by  reason  of  the  death  of  the  owner.  Lessee  may  nevertheless,  pay  or  tender  royalties, 
or  part  thereof  to  Ihe  credit  of  tlic  decedent  in  a  depository  bank  provided  for  above.  In  the  event  of  assignment  hereof  in  whole  or  in  pan,  liability  for  breach  of  any  obligation  liereimder  skill 
rest  exclusively  upon  the  owner  of  this  lease  or  of  a  portion  thereof  who  commits  such  breach.  If  six  or  more  panics  become  entitled  io  royalty  lie  re  under,  Lessee  may  withhold  payment 
thereof  unless  and  until  furnished  with  a  recordable  instrument,  executed  by  all  such  panics,  designating  an  agent  to  receive  payment  for  all. 

10.  Tlic  breach  by  Lessee  of  any  obligation  arising  hereunder  shall  not  work  a  forfeiture  or  termination  of  this  lease,  nor  cause  a  termination  or  reversion  of  the  estate  created  hereby,  nor 
be  grounds  lor  cancellation  hereof  in  whole  or  in  part.  In  iltc  event  Lessor  considers  that  opcralions  arc  not  at  any  time  being  conducted  in  compliance  with  this  lease.  Lessor  shall  notify 
Lessee  in  writing  of  the  facts  relied  upon  as  constituting  a  breach  hereof,  and  Lessee,  if  in  default,  shall  have  ninety  (90)  days  after  receipt  ofsuch  not  ice  in  which  io  commence  ihe  complin  nee 
with  Ihe  obligations  imposed  by  virtue  of  this  instrument.  Tlic  service  of  said  notice  shall  be  precedent  to  Ihe  bringing  of  any  action  by  Lessor  on  said  lease  for  any  cause,  and  no  such  action 
shall  be  brought  until  the  lapse  of  ninety  (9(1)  days  after  service  ofsuch  notice  on  Lessee.

After  the  discovery  of  oil.  gas  or  other  minerals  In  paying 
quantities  on  said  premises,  Lessee  shall  reasonably  develop  the  acreage  retained  hereunder;  but.  in  discharging  this  obligation,  it  sliall  in  no  event  be  required  to  drill  more  than  one  well  per 
eighty  (HO)  acres,  plus  an  acreage  tolerance  not  to  exceed  10%  of  SO  acres,  of  the  area  retained  hereunder  and  capable  of  producing  oil  in  paying  quantities  and  one  well  per  M0  acres,  phis  :ui 
acreage  tolerance  not  to  exceed  10%  of  640  acres,  of  the  area  retained  hereunder  and  capable  of  producing  gas  or  oilier  minerals  in  paying  quantities. 

1 1 .  Lessor  hereby  warrants  and  agrees  to  defend  the  title  to  said  Land  and  agrees  that  Lessee  may,  at  its  option,  discharge  any  lax,  mortgage  or  other  lien  upon  said  Land,  either  in  wliole 
or  in  pari;  and,  in  the  event  Lessee  docs  so,  it  shall  be  subrogated  to  such  lien  with  tlic  right  to  enforce  same  and  apply  royalties  accruing  hereunder  toward  satisfying  same.  When  required  by 
state,  federal  or  other  taws.  Lessee  may  withhold  taxes  with  respect  to  royalty  and  other  payments  hereunder  and  remit  the  amounts  withheld  to  the  applicable  taxing  authority  for  credit  to 
Lessor.

12.  (a)  Should  Lessee  be  prevented  from  complying  with  any  express  or  implied  covenant  of  this  lca.se.  from  conducting  operations  I  hereon,  or  from  producing  oil  or  gns  there  from  by 
reason  of  scarcity  ofor  inability  io  obtain  or  to  use  equipment  or  material,  or  by  operation  of  force  majeure,  any  Federal  or  State  law,  or  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  of  governmental  authority, 
then  while  so  prevented.  Lessee's  obligation  lo  comply  with  such  covenant  shall  be  suspended  and  Lessee  shall  not  be  liable  for  damages  for  failure  to  comply  therewith;  and  this  lease  shall  he 
extended  while  and  so  long  as  Lessee  is  prevented  by  any  such  cause  from  conducting  operations  on  or  from  producing  oil  or  gas  from  said  Land;  and  the  lime  while  Lessee  is  so  prevented 
sliall  not  be  counted  against  Lessee,  anything  in  this  lease  to  ihe  contrary  notwithstanding.

Rules,  or  Regulations;  and  this  lease  shall 
not  be  terminated,  in  wliole  or  in  pan.  nor  Lessee  held  liable  in  damages  for  failure  to  comply  therewith,  if  compliance  is  prevented  by,  or  if  such  failure  is  the  result  of,  any  such  Law.  Order. 
Rule  or  Regulation. 

1 3.  This  lease  stales  the  entire  contract  between  live  panics,  and  no  representation  or  promise,  verbal  or  written,  on  behalf  of  cither  party  shall  be  binding  unless  contained  herein;  mid 
this  lease  shall  he  binding  upon  each  party  executing  the  same  and  their  successors,  heirs,  and  assigns,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  executed  by  all  persons  above  named  as  "Lessor".

2.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in  the  printed  form  to  which 
this  Exhibit  is  attached,  it  is  understood  and  agreed  between  Lessor  and  Lessee, 
that  there  will  be  no  operations  for  oil  or  gas  development  and/or  production  upon 
the  surface  of  the  above  described  land  without  the  express  written  consent  of 
Lessor;  provided,  only  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  to  drill  under,  or  through, 
produce  from  and  inject  substances  into  the  subsurface  of  the  lands  covered  by  this 
Lease,  from  wells  which  are  located  on  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  which  are  located 
on  other  lands. 


3.  Lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  agree  to  indemnify  and  hold  harmless  and 
defend  Lessor,  its  successors  and  assigns,  agents  and  employees  from  and 
against  all  suits,  claims,  demands  and  causes  of  action  including  attorney  fees  and 
court  costs  that  may  be  at  any  time  brought  or  made  by  any  person,  corporation  or 
other  entity  including,  but  not  limited  to,  employees  of  Lessee,  arising  out  of  or  in 
any  way  connected  with  Lessee's  activities  and  operations  conducted  pursuant  to 
the  terms  of  this  lease.  It  is  further  agreed  that  if  any  suit,  claim,  demand  or  cause 
of  action  is  brought  or  arises  which  is  or  might  be  covered  by  this  indemnification 
provision,  the  party  hereto  who  first  receives  notice  thereof  will  immediately  notify 
the  other  party  hereto.  It  is  understood,  however,  that  this  provision  will  not  apply  if 
the  action  is  caused  in  whole  or  part  by  Lessor's  negligence  or  Lessor's  contributory 
negligence.

Lessee 
indemnifies  and  holds  harmless  Lessor  from  any  action,  claim,  penalty,  and  fine 
imposed  as  a  result  of  the  actions  of  Lessee  in  its  operations  pursuant  to  this  lease, 
and  agrees  to  defend  Lessor  for  any  such  claims.  Lessee  further  covenants  and 
agrees  that  it  will  remove  all  hazardous  materials  and  fluids,  and  remediate  the 
surface  of  the  land  as  required  by  any  and  all  directives  of  the  Environment 
Protection  Agency,  state  regulatory  agencies,  underground  water  district,  lake 
authority  and/or  county  regulations.
